As 
the Georgia authorities were, of course, 
in hearty accord with the educational 
scheme as outlined, their complimentary 
indorsement was soon forthcoming; but 
the procurement of the crown’s co-oper- 
ation in that important connection was 
quite a different matter. After consid- 
erable delay, the petition for Whitefield’s 
Bethesda College charter was refused— 
and thus did the crowning project of 
his philanthropic life eventuate in noth- 
ingness. Not long, however, did he sur- 
vive that crushing disappointment: and 
in 1770 the illustrious divine, whose elo- 
quence had been an unfailing rock of 
support to his beloved Bethesda, breathed 


out his useful career. Shortly subse- 
quent to his lamented demise, another 
misfortune befell that noble orphan 


house, which, in the midstjof enlarged 
prosperity, was consumed by fire. This

Left His Home in Denmark. 

Six vears ago Baug left his home near 
a town called Ougeloalle, in north Den- 
mark. He seems to have been a man of 
considerable means, as he traveled in 
many of the states in this country and 
stopped at the best hotels. 

He arrived in Atlanta about three 
months ago. His money was all gone and 
he went to work for a veterinary sur- 
geon. It was noticed that the man had a 
peculiar stare and that he acted queerly 
at times. About two weeks ago he quit 
work and wandered about the town. 

Then came his strange desire to have 
the police arrest him. He first met Acting 
Sergeant Harper, near the union depot 
about a week ago. He fell upon his 
knees and exclaimed in broken English: 

“Take me. I give up. Arrest me. I am 
done.”’ 

The sergeant told him to go away and 
behave himself. This strange act was 
performed three or four times afterwards, 
| and at last an officer, thinking the man 
was deranged and might hurt himself or 
somebody else, sent him to the police bar- 
racks. 

From the day of his arrest Baug refus- 
ed to eat the food set before him, and 
did not eat until) Patrolman Drasbach as- 
sured him the food was not poisoned and 
would not hurt him. Then he ate raven- 
ously. 

Patrolman Drasbach said beyond ascer- 
taining that the man came from near 
Ougelballe, Denmark, and that he had 
been traveling around America for six 
years, he could get nothing from the man 
that sounded rational. ' 

“I believe the man is crazy,” said Pa- 
| trolman Drasbach. “Something is wrong 
| with his mind, but to what extent I can- 
not say. Why he has acted so queerly I 
do not know.’’ 

Baug is a small man with light hair 
and blue eyes. He wears very common 
clothes and looks more like a tramp than 
anything else.
